German Fleet Bottled Up.

that the remnant of the German fleet 
is bottled up off Holland.

Liege is a city of less than one mil- 
lion inhabitants, but it is one of the 
best fortified cities in Europe, as the 
Germans have discovered. 


The Belgians have no cause for lov- 


ing either Austria or its ally, Ger- 
many, and the resistence which the 
fort at Liege has been giving the kais- 
er's soldiers has been incited by the der 
sire of the Belgians to repay old 
scores as to protect 
its 
territory 


from invasion by Germany. The Ger- 
man army was repulsed by the Bel- 
gians at Liege is said to have been 
twice in size to that which defended 
the forts, but so ably was the Belgian 
force commanded and so bravely 
did they fight that the Germans were 
forced to abandon the attack for the 
time being. 


The reinforcement of the German 


army by fresh troops commanded by 
the i-Town piinoe may eventually ov- 
ercume tht Belgians at Liege, unless 
Doth England and France throw their 
troops into the fray. But whether or 
not Liege falls the Germans have been 
taught a lesson in warfare which they 
are not likely to forget in a hurry. A 
nation will fight more bravely when it 
knows it is in the right than when it 
feels that it has an unjust eause. Bel- 
gium is right in seeking to prevent 
Germany from using Belgium as a 
path\wiv to France.

Liege is a city of less than one mil- 
lion inhabitants, but it is one of the 
best fortified cities in Europe, as the 
Germans have discovered. 


The Belgians have no cause for lov- 


ing either Austria or its ally, Ger- 
many, and the resistence which the 
fort at Liege has been giving the kais- 
er's soldiers has been incited by the der 
sire of the Belgians to repay old 
scores as to protect 
its 
territory 


from invasion by Germany. The Ger- 
man army was repulsed by the Bel- 
gians at Liege is said to have been 
twice in size to that which defended 
the forts, but so ably was the Belgian 
force commanded and so bravely 
did they fight that the Germans were 
forced to abandon the attack for the 
time being. 


The reinforcement of the German 


army by fresh troops commanded by 
the i-Town piinoe may eventually ov- 
ercume tht Belgians at Liege, unless 
Doth England and France throw their 
troops into the fray. But whether or 
not Liege falls the Germans have been 
taught a lesson in warfare which they 
are not likely to forget in a hurry. A 
nation will fight more bravely when it 
knows it is in the right than when it 
feels that it has an unjust eause.
